university, gathered from all over the world, would lean over 
the parapet on Riverside Drive, New York, and watch the ships 
j)f the Seven Seas anchored in Hudson river. My topic at the 
club luncheon Friday was "China"— and there was in that 
student group of 20 years ago a poignant story about China. 


® The story was from a Scotch girl, 


daughter of a Presbyterian mission 
school head, born and reared in 
China. 


She told us of the admiration ancient 


China invoked in the hearts of the

girls of that English school, settled

there in the Orient. The school garden

overlooked a Buddha temple. Every 
day these Christian girls would look 
over the wall and see the priests and' 
worshippers carry on their ancient 
ritual, would hear the temple bells 
ring out as they had rung for thous- 
ands of years—and these gii'ls of our 
own world would say to themselves: 
"Who are we to come these thousands 


miles and presume to teach these 


people religion and ethics and lit- 
erature?"

youth had set in, this same appeal of 
the culture and history of old China 
to youth's forefathers here in the 
Western world had persuaded our 
lands to send missionaries and educa- 
tors and doctors into China to give 
that nation such help as we could.

They have car- 
ried forward another step the work 
that has been going on for 50 years 
and have carried it forward on a solic 
jasis. Unanimity, the keystone of Pan- 
American agreements, has been pro 
ervcd. To have built the structure i 
tile higher on solid slone masonrj 
i better than lo have shot it ui 
ivc stories with rickety scaffolding 
Thc 21 American republics unan 
mously agreed that a common dange 
aces all the Americas. They recom 
ncnded that each country in its owi 
vay and time break diplomatic re 
ations with thc axis powers.

REA Is Charged 
With Wasting 
Nation's Copper 


Says Officials Aim 
at Socialization 
of Public Power 
Industries 


WASHINGTON —(/P)— Rep. Faddis 


(D.-Penn.) charged the Rural Electri- 
fication Administration Friday with 
a definite plan aimed at socialization 
of public power industries at thc ex- 
pense of thc war program. 


He made the statement at his de- 


fense sub-committee as House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee concluded in- 
to approval by thc War Production 
Board of the REA construction of a 
200 mile line from Pensocola Dam in 
Oklahoma to an aluminum plant at 
Lake Catherine, Arkansas. 


Faddis .t:aid his committee would 


issue a public report on its findings 
next week and it would contain fire- 
works. 


"We are going to publish the re- 


port in which we set forth all facts 
and show the country that our cop- 
per is being disipated to extend REA 
ine to thc extent that they duplicate 
existing facilities. 


"They arc dong so contrary to polic- 


ies of the defense organization set 
up to determine thc need for such 
operations and in face of adverse r- 
ports by a U. S. Corps of Army En- 
gineers."

Capernaum was a small town on 


tho inland Sea of Galilee. A busy 
place in fishing and commerce, it 
was situated in a small area of country 
that was one of the most thickly 
populated that the world has known. 
It lias been estimated that there were 
about two million people living in 
Galilee. Dr. Fran?. Delilzsch in his 
little book, "Artisan Life 
in 
the 


Time of JCSLIS," has given a very vi- 
vid picture of the teeming multitudes 
of Galilee as they plied their various 
trades and occupations. Fishing was 
evidently one of Ihe main industries. 


Here, to this city of Capernaum, 


JCSLIS came on a Sabbath clay, and 
as the litle of our lesson indicates, it 
was "u busy Sabbath in Capernaum." 
He wenl, as was His custom, into 
the synagogue and there He taught 
Ihe people. Those in the synagogue 
were astonished at His teaching, for 
His words bore an authority lhat 
was something more than formal in 


contrast with that of their accustomed 
teachers, the scribes. 


There was more in Capernaum that 


day than the ministry of Jesus in 
teaching. Our lesson has to do with 
Ihe ministry of healing, and 
those 


present were even more astonished 
it the wonder-working power of the 
Master than they were at His words. 


We must remember that it was a 


day without hospitals or asylums, 
without modern knowledge of med- 
icine, when disease was often associat- 
ed with the possession or influence of 
evil spirits. This must have been 
true, particularly, of cases of epilep- 
sy or of various forms of insanity, 
which probably were as relatively 
numerous as Ihey are today. We have, 
here and there in the New Testament 
record, vivid glimpses of dangerous 
maniacs or of poor human creatures 
wracked and torn in Ihe throes of 
some epileptic or similar 
seizure. 


Jesus healed these, and His healing 
ministry was manifested in various 
other ways. 


Many questions and problems are 


associated with the whole question 
of divine healing, and particularly 
with tho instances of miraculous heal- 
ing that are often reported today 
as they were reported in ancient times. 
Did Jesus manifest some rare power 
of healing which His followers could 
exercise if they attained more near- 
ly to His purity of life and consecra- 
tion lo God and to the service of 
man? Or has God ordained in our 
modern day tho miracles of medicine 
and surgery, that certainly would 
have been profound wonders in the 
ancient world, as a means of be- 
stowing wider and greater blessing 
upon mankind? Should divine agency 
accompany human agency in the heal- 
ing of disease? Is there a work for 
the saints to perform when the doc- 
tor or tho surgeon has clone his best? 
Or should there be larger co-opera- 
tion between the agencies that re- 
present 
the 
wonder-working powei I 


of Christianity and the agencies that | 
represent the wonder-working power 
of science? These and similar ques- 
lions arise in connection with the 
whole subject of healing in the New 
Testament, as it is emphasized in 
our lesson. 


Considering tho prominence given 


to healing in a sick world and how 
quickly the stories of wonder-work- 
ing power would spread in a thick- 
ly populated region, the marvel is 
that the New Testament is not filled 
with the stories of miracle healing 
lei the exclusion of everything else. 
Yet, we have the flea remphasis of 
Jesus, not upon His power to heal 
the body, but upon His power to 
iieal the soul. 


He taught constantly lhat, far worse 


than anything that could happen to 
the body, even death, was what 
could happen to the soul. He came to 
bring to man, first of all, moral and 
spiritual salvation, and the miracles 


f healing were always associalcd with 
the power of Jesus to save. In fact, 
it would be hardly too much to say 
that the miracles of feeding, healing, 
and restoring to life on the material 
side, were always symbolic of that 
deeper, richer, and more powerful 
healing lhat Jesus brought on the 
spiritual side.

glass, plastics or pottery. We even 
suggested to a gas range manufactur- 
er that he make burners out of pot- 
tery instead of cast iron. 
Sprinkle 


various kinds of salts on them and 
you can make them any color you 
want. The sides of that man's stoves, 
incidentally, probably will be made 
out of fire-proof insulating board 
before the year is out. 


"We'll ask householders to buy re- 


placement parts for electrical appli- 
ances when they burn out—and maybe 
they'll have to turn in the old parts 
Coils, such as are found in toasters, 
contain nickel, and we need nickel 


"The government wants everybody 


to have a radio—it helps morale foi 
people to know what's going on—but 
such "heavy industry' items as wash- 
ing machines and vacuum cleaners 
will be out of the picture entirely 
No more toy trains, either—probablj 
no melal toys at all, just things tha 
can be made of wood, paper or plas 
tics. 


Not Many Plastics 
"Plastics themselves may not.be so 


plentiful, either. Some of them con- 
tain the same things needed to maki 
explosives.

electrical appliances."

Drugs—"I don't think there'll be any

"Many drugs, especially the 'essen- 


tial' oils, have been imported from the 
Far East, and there may be a shortage 
in some of these, which would cut 
down on our supply of mentholated 
products, for instance.

We got 
35 per cent of our codliver oil from 
Japan, but we can get the same vita- 
mins from halibut, swordfish and 
hark livers or by synthetic proces- 
es. Unfortunately, it can't be done so 
economically." 


Bigger Powder Boxes 
Cosmetics—"I think the main change 


will be in containers. They'll be simp- 
er and larger. Women probably will 
lave to buy refills instead of new 
ipsticks. Many ingredients are now 
Deing made synthetically, and many 
more probably can be. 


"I don't look for any serious re- 


strictions on cosmetics.
